wheelchair 


That's created little more than a 


snag, however. Miss Dahl refuses to 
let her handicap slow her down. 


She has too much to do, too many 


friends, too many new people to meet 
for that, she says 


The Handicapped Nebraskan of the 


Year was struck by muscular 
dystrophy shortly after her birth near- 
ly 27 years ago. She is the daughter of 
Dr. and Mrs. Sam Dahl. 1240 N. 33rd 
St. 


Largely through tapes and televi- 


sion, Miss Dahl managed to get a high 
school education, then went on to 


graduate from Nebraska Wesleyan 
University. 


Now, she and her brother Dave are 


co-managers of a handicraft shop in 
Uni Place. But it's really Miss Dahl's 
and even goes by her nickname — 
Susie Sunshine. 


The young proprietress still makes 


some of the crocheted items on sale in 
the shop — when she has time. 


Most of her time on the job is spent 


conversing with customers, some of 
whom are "kinda special," Miss Dahl 
says 


It was just her way of striking up 


friendships with people who stop in at 
the shop that lead to her nomination 
for the Handicapped Nebraskan of the 
Year. 


Two special customers and "mutual 


friends." Mrs. Edwin Imm and Mrs 


Leah Morley, submitted Miss Dahl's 
name to the Governor's Committee on 
Employment of the 
Handicapped, 


which conducts the Handicapped 
Nebraskan of the Year campaign.

Unlearn Split On Viet Aid Issue

Once again, divisions over 


Vietnam policy occupied the 
Legislature 
Wednesday, 


producing a virtual stalemate, 
over President Ford's proposal 
for continued 
military 


assistance 


In past years, when Vietnam 


was a consuming national issue, 
it would surface from time to 
time on the floor of the 
Legislature and embroil the 
senators in sharp debate 


The issue returned Wednesday 


in 'the form of Sen. John 
DeCamp's proposed resolution 
endorsing the President's "plans 
and- requests with respect to 
South Vietnam." 


Ford has asked for nearly $1 


billion in American assistance, 
including $722 million in military 
aid.

approve the President's request,

Twenty-three senators voted 


to eliminate the pledge of sup- 
port for Ford's proposals, but 25 
affirmative votes were required 
to approve that change, 
suggested by Sen. Glenn 
Goodrich of Omaha. 


Thus, the motion failed — 


even though it commanded a 23- 
0 vote of support. 


With that action, the resolu- 


tion stalled. 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of 


Omaha attempted to kill it, but 
his bid failed on a 19-21 vote. 


With the Legislature so 


dnided on the issue. DeCamp 
asked that the resolution be held 
for later action In the mean- 
time, he promised to supply 
senators with more information 
on the issue 


DeCamp, an Army infantry 


captain in Vietnam during the 
American military involvement, 
recently returned from two trips 
to Vietnam during which he 
helped escort orphans to the 
United States. 


DeCamp also decided to adopt 


twp orphans of his own. 


With American assistance, 


DeCamp said, the South Viet- 


namese are "ready, willing and 
able to fight." 


Sen Steve Fowler of Lincoln 


said the broad grant of authority 
proposed for the President in 
the resolution smacks of "the 
same sort of attitude which got 
us into the Vietnam mess in the 
first place." 


Chambers said American in- 


volvement has been destructive 
• Even now, he said, some 
Americans are treating Viet- 
namese orphans like "pets,' 
rather than people 


• If we want to solve 


problems," he said, "there are 
enough in this country, enough 
in this state."' 


Sen Warren Swigart of Omaha 


commended DeCamp "for what 
he has tried to do for the 
Orphans of Vietnam "

East Lincolnites told the City- 


County Planning Commission 
Wednesday they don't want a 
bunch of old people living in a 
"towering building" overlooking 
their backyards. 


Ed Carter, attorney for the

would loom over neighboring 
houses, completely destroying 
peoples' privacy.

Concept Already OKd 


The Planning Commission and 


City Council have already ap- 
proved the authority's concept 
for the low-income elderly com- 
plex. 


Since that approval last fall, 


the authority has attempted to 
work with the residents and has 
scaled down the building from 


102 units to 83 and from five 
stones to four. 


While some neighbors have in- 


dicated in previous meetings 
they would be willing to com- 
promise on the plans, Carter said 
residents don't like the plan at 
all

the building has been moved 
away from the homes as far as 
possible. He said the building 
would be landscaped and the 
area would be fence*!!

Bypass Routes Would Cut 
Yankee Hill Or Park Area

A day camp park area was 


pitted against a school district 
Wednesday night as the Lan- 
caster County Board listened to 
comments on two proposed 
West Bypass routes. 


The two routes, compared in a 


State Roads Department study, 
were: 


— East lone (original bypass 


proposal along the west edge of 
Wilderness Park would mean 
taking at least six acres of day 
camp area in Camp Wilderness.) 


This route, previously ap- 


proved by both the City Council 
and County Board, has been op- 
posed by the Bluestem Chapter 
of the Sierra Club for more than 
two years. The route proposal is 
currently stalled at the federal 
level, primarily because of con- 
flicting views about the use of 
the day camp park land. 


— West Line 
(traveling 


between the Regional Center 
and Pioneers Park, would cut 
the Yankee Hill community in 
half and separate 32 children 
from the Yankee Hill school.) 


The proposed west line would 


add an extra mile to 32 
children's walk to school, create 
safety problems, cut the com- 
munity in half, and take more 
land off the school district's tax 


roles, according to William 
Patterson, representing the 
Yankee Hills School 


"It has been pointed out that 


exhaust emissions will be bad for 
the wildlife," said Patterson. 
"I'm sure if it is bad for the 
wildlife, it will not do any good 
for the children." 


The east line route will violate 


a uniquely dense wooded park 
area and destroy a day camp 
area serving 1,300 youths annual- 
ly and which cannot be 
duplicated within 20 miles of 
Lincoln, opponents to the east 
line said. 


Since federal funds were used 


to purchase Wilderness Park, 
any taking of park land for 
roadway easement must be ap- 
proved at the federal level, and 
Sierra Club representatives say 
the east line violates federal law. 


The club has indicated in the 


past that it is willing to take 
court action to stop the bypass 
from interfering with the Camp 
Wilderness portion of the park. 


While both park and school 


defenders gave their views, the 
majority of people testifying 
simply asking that the project 
not be delayed further. 


"Let's get on with it ... a 


delay might kill the bypass," 
said local businessmen, who feel 
that the bypass is imperative for

Not everyone in the crowded 


City Council chambers agreed 
that either route was the best 
available. 


County Commissioner Bruce 


Hamilton, who asked the State 
Roads Department to study a 
route farther west — somewhere 
between the Regional Center 
and Pioneers Park, was dis- 
atisfied with the report. 


The study "relates to one line 


when there may be 11 other 
routes which could be drawn," 
said Hamilton. 


Though the original east line 


route was approved by a former 
County Board, the current board 
is expected to revote on the 
route in the near future. 


Commissioner Robert Colin 


favored the route the first vote 
and remains committed. Com- 
missioners new to the board 
since that vote, Jan Gauger and 
Bruce Hamilton, both say they 
are currently undecided about 
the east line route. 


"We might as well get on with 


(the decision)," said Hamilton, 
expressing the dilemma facing 
the current board. 


"If we^decide against the east 


line, we delay the bypass; if we 
approve the east line, the Sierra 
Club will fileva law suit."

The lawmakers 
said residential zoning is not 
reasonable 


Pierson urged commissioners

Two Family (or duplex zoning) 
east of the nursing home. 


Last month the commission 


turned down a proposal to con- 
struct an office building on Nor- 
mal, west of Cotner Blvd.

Situation Said Calm 
In Country's Capital 


Bangkok (UPI) — The Cambodian 


government Thursday surrendered to 
Khmer Rouge insurgents who have taken 
over Phnom Penh, the Cambodian Em- 
bassy in Bangkok said. 


The embassy said the government sur- 


rendered to Khmer Rouge insurgents 
who have taken over Phnom Penh 


"The government surrendered at 7 


a m ." said Col Phm Oum, the military 
attache who has been in radio contact 
with Phnom Penh The colonel said the 
situation is calm in the city though 
thousands of Phnom Penh residents had 
staged a huge demonstration in the city- 
streets to receive the Khmer Rouge 


In Washington, a State Department 


spokesman said: "I am aware of the 
reports, but we won't have any com- 
ment " 


"The situation appears to be calm," 


Phm Oum said. "Thirty minutes ago 
(10 33 p.m. CDT Wednesday) the popula- 
tion in the city held a big demonstration 
to receive the Khmer Rouge, who have 
entered Phnom Penh " 


The colonel said he had no word on the 


fate of the members of the government 
who had surrendered, nor any details on 
how the surrender was accomplished 


Earlier, a clandestine radio broadcast 


by the insurgents said they had captured 
Chamcar Mon. the presidential palace 
and the Wat Phnom, which is only a few 
hundred yards from the Hotel Le Phnom. 
which has been designated a neutral site 
by the International Red Cross. 


UPI newsmen in Phnom Penh have 


been unable to file reports from the 
capital, apparently because all normal 
communications with the city have been 
cut 


In the last story cabled from Phnom 


Penh, received Wednesday night. UPI 
reporters said that the government forces 
were continuing to fight off insurgents 
from the south, where the rebels were 
making a strong bid to enter the city. The 
city itself had been receiving heavy 
shelling, the reports said. 


Earlier the International Red Cross in 


Geneva had reported the Cambodian 
government offered to surrender but that 
exiled Prince Norodom Sihanouk in 
Peking had turned down the proposal. 


"He gave a negative answer." Red 


Cross information chief Alain Modoux 
said in Gene\ a concerning Sihanouk s 
reph to the Cambodian surrender 
proposal 


Modoux said the Red Cross had acted 


only as intermediary 


"We were used onh as a means of 


transmitting the proposal We did not 
participate ' Modoux said "It is now up 
to the parties to take initiatives in what 
they want to do ' 


Radio Phnom Penh came on the air as 


usual at 5 a m Thursday Phnom Penh 
time but gave no news reports Two hours 
later, it suddenly ceased broadcasting 


Experts believed the power generator 


to the station had stopped functioning, 
either because of a lack of fuel or by 
fighting 


Nominal rebel leader Prince Norodom 


Sihanouk early Thursday turned down a 
last desperate attempt by the Phnom 
Penh regime to open negotiations for an 
orderly rebel takeover of the capital 


He said from his Peking exile that Ac- 


ting President Gen. Sak Sutsakhan had 
asked for the eleventh-hour cease-fire 
through the International Red Cross. 
Sihanouk told newsmen in Peking he 
could recommend 
only that the 


"quislings" in charge ot the government 
leave quickly or face execution. He in- 
dicated his forces were prepared to 
accept no compromise but unconditional 
surrender 


The final attack on Phnom Penh began 


Wednesday with a heav> rocket and ar- 
tillery barrage on the city Rebel forces 
by nightfall Wednesday — the last word 
by UPI newsmen out of the capital —

Radio Phnom Penh m its last newscast 


late Wednesday night said government 
troops had driven back one push into the

Fall Not Earth-Shaking, 
But Black Eye For U.S.

Phnom Penh (UPI) - Cambodia's fall 


after five years of being kept in the In- 
dochina war by the United States is not 
expected to have earth-shaking reper- 
cussions, but some people who were close 
to it see the way in which the end came as 
a black eye for American foreign policy. 


They believe that it did not have to 


come in a final clash of arms with in- 
surgents fighting their way into the city 
that prolonged the suffering of the war. 


In the hard world of international 


power politics, Cambodia was an in- 
significant country of seven million peo- 
ple no bigger than the state of Missouri. It 
was an unwitting pawn on the 
chessboard. It had no real control over its 
own destiny. 


In addition to the toll of human suf- 


fering, the United States spent up to $1.6 
million a day, or a total of roughly $2. 
billion to keep the Phnom Penh govern- 
ment alive. The totals of war casualties as 
well as dollar costs are small compared to 
Vietnam, but they are still high. 


The aid did not prevent defeat during 


five years of fighting that saw the 
government's military position slowly but 


American diplomats in Phnom Penh had 
to pick up and leave aboard helicopters 
under escort of Marines. 


"What a way for the United States to 


go," said one U.S. official involved in the 
evacuation, shaking his head sadly. 


Ambassador John Gunther Dean and 


other senior Phnom Penh embasssy of- 
ficials steadfastly refused to discuss the 
political situation in Cambodia, or U.S. 
policy directives related to it, in the 
declining days of the war. 


One of the major stumbling blocks to 


negotiations — and some people believe 
to the upgrading of the Cambodian war 
effort as well — was continued U.S. sup- 
port of the ineffective and corruption- 
riddled regime of Field Marshal Lon Nol, 
the man who overthrew Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk in 1970. 


When Lon Nol finally agreed to leave 


during the final days before the fall of the 
capital, it was the Cambodians 
themselves along with pressure trom 
other Asian nations that got htm out 


"If Lon Nol had left eight or nine 


months ago, perhaps something could 
have been done," said one source who 
watched the situation closely. "As it was,

"I'm selling 100 airplane 
tickets a day and I can't get out myself." 


Miss An, who was born 28 years ago in 


Hanoi, works for a travel agency, which 
makes her frustration understandable. 
Judging from the number of tickets she 
sells, it seems to her that nearly everybody 
in Saigon is going to the United States 
except her. 


A smart, good-looking bar girl can marry 


an American sergeant and be off to the 
U.S. the next day. Miss An has a brother 
and-sister in Grand Valley State College, 
Allendale, Mich. She has American spon- 
sors who will guarantee the support of 
herself and her family if they can only get 
to the United States. 


She has everything but a passport, and 


the going price for a passport is $7,000 
Miss An doesn't have $7,000 assuming she 
would be willing to pay in the first place. 


In her business, Miss Ann meets a lot of 


influential people. But as one of them said 
today, "Influence doesn't count anymore, 
only money." 


She went over to the American Embassy 


to see if something could be done. She left 
when she saw the line of Vietnamese wives 
and their Americaii husbands, many of 
them with children, stretching all the way 
from the consulate door to half a block 
down the street. 


'It seems there were about 1,000 


Americans living in the back alleys of 
Saigon with their wives or common-law 
wives who had never bothered to register 
with the consulate." 


As the Communist squeeze on Saigon

Soviet Power Shifts; 
Shelepin Will 'Retire' 


Moscow - Aleksandr N. Shelepin, who 


once figured as a prominent contender for the 
Kremlin power assumed by Leonid I. 
Brezhnev, was removed from the ruling Polit- 
buro Wednesday by a secret Communist Party 
plenum. 


The surprise departure of the 56-year-old 


trade union chief was initially viewed here as 
strengthening Brezhnev's hand by eliminating 
a longstanding and younger rival in anticipa- 
tion of the 25th Party Congress. The plenum of 
the Central Committee on Wednesday formal- 
ly scheduled the Party Congress for Feb. 24, 
1976. 


Headed KGB 


Shelepin, who headed the secret police or 


KGB under Nikita S. Khrushchev, had at- 
tracted Western attention only two weeks ago 
when he was hounded by angry demonstrators 
during an official visit to Britain and returned 
home early. Some Soviet insiders have 
suggested that Shelepin was dispatched to Bri- 
tain with the knowledge that he would be em- 
barrassed and thus provide an internal pretext 
for his removal. 


While the official press agency Tass, in a 


one-sentence mention, reported only that 
Shelepin was relieved of Politburo duties "in 
connection with his request," it was assumed 
that his once bright career begun under Stalin 
was now ended. He is expected to be stripped 


of his control over the trade union apparatus 
and have trouble maintaining his Central Com- 
mittee seat at the forthcoming Party 
Congress. 


Some Western diplomatic observers here 


thought tnat Shelepin's pace in the policy- 


making inner circle might be left unfilled, 
since no successor was announced at the 
plenum. This, they reasoned would strengthen 
Brezhnev's authority by making the Politburo 
smaller and preclude the promotion of any 
possible new contenders. With Shelepin's 
departure, the Politburo includes 15 full 
members and seven candidate or non-voting 
members. 


Details Secret 


Although the details behind Shelepin's 


removal remain shrouded in traditional 
Kremlin secrecy, it seems that Brezhnev was 
somehow able to overcome earlier opposition 
within the Soviet leadership to getting rid of 
Shelepin, who had reached the peak of his 
power in the mid-1960's.

This, he said, might be 


followed by a summit meeting of

The announcements, made at 


a news conference here, were 
seen as part of a broad-scale- 


policy reassessment by many 
area nations these days in light 
of recent developments in In- 
dochina. 


Last weekend the United 


States evacuated several hun- 
dred Americans from Phnom 
Penh, including Ambassador 
John Gunther Dean.

The Cambodians have been

March New House Starts Slump 
As Glut Of Unsold Homes Rises

The government 
said 


Wednesday the number of new 
houses started last month was 
the second lowest on record and 
the glut of unsold homes on the 
market grew bigger as sales 
dragged in the 
depressed 


housing industry. 


The Ford administration had 


hoped a surge in housing starts 
this spring would lead the 
economy out of the slump. 


In a separate report, 


Commerce said personal income 
rose 0.1% in March. Total in- 
come from payrolls, transfer 
payments and investment in- 


come was $1,194.6 billion in 
March. 


But the $1.2 billion increase 


over February was accounted 
for entirely by a $1.7 billion rise 
in government payrolls and a 
$2.6 billion jump in unemploy- 
ment, welfare and Social Securi- 
ty benefits. 


Mike Sumichrest, chief 


economist for the National 
Association of Home Builders, 
said that although new housing 
starts in March were worse than 
expected, "We have good 
evidence of a bottoming out in 
the first quarter. 


"For one thing, the* evidence 


suggests we have had several 
months of no movement either 
way. Also, there's been a rapid 
increase in loanable funds with 
four months of savings running 
at a rate two-thirds higher than 
the record year of 1972. Then we 
have the $2,000 tax credit. We 
already know it is working." 


The housing credit was 


designed to promote the sale of 
homes built in 1974 but still on 
the market. The unsold inven- 
tory of single-family units, in- 
cluding homes and townhouses, 
rose to 407,000 in March from 
403,000 in February. 


Dubcek Said 'Weak, Irresponsible' 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia 


(AP) — Communist party chief 
Gustav Husak denounced 
deposed liberal leader Alexander 
Dubcek as a "weak, irresponsi- 
ble gambler" and a "traitor" 
Wednesday and suggested he 
leave Czechoslovakia. 


"He who raises the flag of 


open struggle must expect to put 
up with the consequences," 
Husak said of Dubcek, who led 
the brief era of liberalization 
that ended abruptly with the 
Soviet-led 
invasion 
of 


Czechoslovakia in August 1968. 


Husak's attack was apparently 


prompted by a letter Dubcek 
wrote 
last 
fall 
to 


Czechoslovakia's parliament. 
The letter, later smuggled to the 
West, has recently been printed 
in several Western newspapers. 


Husak said Dubcek "could" 


pack up his luggage and leave 
tomorrow for Sweden as an 
expert for democratic socialism" 
— an apparent reference to a re- 
cent speech by Swedish Premier 
Olof Palme. 


Palme called Dubcek a 


courageous man for writing the 
letter, in which the former 
liberal Communist party chief 
was reported to have criticized 
the current Communist regime 
as not being representative of 
the Czechoslovak people. 


Dubcek allegedly also chided 


the current leadership in Prague 
with "abuse of power" and with 
violating human rights. 


Referring to Dubcek as an 


"irresponsible gambler and 
demagogue who worked his way 
to the position of a traitor," 
Husak asked: 


"How many people responsi- 


ble for such a total collapse of 
their policy, for such economic 
losses, could find the courage, or 
rather impudence, to impart ad- 
vice?" 


Husak said such people were 


"isolated, forsaken by the people 
and guided by megalomania and 
vanity, which eventually brought 
them into positions of open 
treason." 


Husak said that in his last con- 


versation with Dubcek in 
September, 1969, Dubcek said he 
considered himself a Communist 
but expected to be jailed. 
Dubcek also said he expected 
executions and mass arrests to 
follow, Husak said. 


Husak scoffed at Oubcek's

In fact, the traditional 


relationship between growers 
and shippers, the foundation on 
which the Bordeaux trade has 
long been based, may soon no 
longer exist. 


Very simply, the system works 


like this: The grower, who may 
be Baron Elie de Rothschild or a 
small farmer in the distant 
reaches of Pomerol, arranges to 
sell his wine to a shipper. The 
shipper may be a large firm such 
as Calvet, Cruse, Ginestet or 
Sichel. Or he may be one man 
who drives around the vast 
Bordeaux area, tasting and 
buying and then trying to sell at 
profit elsewhere in France or 
perhaps somewhere in Europe, 
the Americas or the Far East. 


Pre-1959 System 


Historically, the shippers 


dominated the Bordeaux wine 
market. Before 1959, there was 
little demand for Bordeaux 
wines around the world and the 
shippers set prices on a take-it- 
or-leave-it basis. 


The situation changed 


dramatically beginning in the 
early 1960s when the popularity 
of Bordeaux wines began to 
grow. The growers gradually 
took charge and. abetted by 


speculators and foreign buyers 
with lots of money, forced prices 
to astronomical heights in 1971 
and 1972. 


Then, in 1973, a bumper crop 


coupled with a slackening in de- 
mand knocked the bottom out of 
the market. But it was the 
shippers who were hurt, not the 
growers. Many of them were 
caught with large stocks of wines 
that they purchased at high 1971 
and 1972 prices and now could 
not sell at a profit. 


Most of this wine has been 


financed and the brokers are 
paying high interest rates on it. 
"Quite frankly," said one of 
them, "our backs are to the wall. 
I don't know what is going to 
happen except that the business 
is not going to be the same 
again." 


There has never been any love 


lost between the shippers and 
the growers and the growers are 
predicting that the shippers are 
finished. In fact, some of the best- 
known chateaux are ,^oing 
directly to the importers for 
some of their sales. 


Shippers: Won't Work 


But the shippers say this1 is not 


going to work. "The growers 
want exclusivities —one im- 
porter taking all their product — 
and the consumer wants 
variety," said Peter A. Sichel, 
the Bordeaux shipper. 


"The shipper still offers 


something useful," Sichel said. 
"He is someone in between the 
producer and consumer who 
makes a choice from the enor- 
mous mass of wines available. 
What is more, he provides a 
sales outlet.

The county has agreed with the city 
to move that office from its present 
quarters in the County-City Building as 
part of a space reshuffling which will make 
room for a new municipal courtroom. 


A county board majority of two — 


Commissioners Jan Gauger and Bruce 
Hamilton — agreed Tuesday on a motion 
that the county proceed with negotiations 
with the owner of a new building at 47th 
and Baldwin, in University Place, for space 
for the driver licensing and testing station. 


Area residents oppose a move by the 


agency to the 47th and Baldwin location. 
They cite increased traffic and parking 
problems. Commissioner Bob Colin also 
opposes the University Place site, arguing 
that a central location is more desirable. 
Colin has proposed a site at 45th and 0. 


We agree wholeheartedly with Colin's 


contention that a central location for one 
driver licensing site is more desirable. 
Residential attitudes can also be ap- 
preciated. 


But the time eventually has to come 


for a decision and a nitpicking attitude over 
the pluses and minuses of various sites 
becomes counterproductive. 


The city traffic engineer says that from 


the standpoint of traffic and potential for 
parking, the 47th and Baldwin site is 
preferrable to the 45th and 0 site. The key 
will be hardsurfacing a nearby lot owned 
by the city which will be used for parking. 


The building at 47th and Baldwin also 


seems to be better suited for the intended 
purpose. It would require less initial 
remodeling and would cost less annually in 
rent. 


All things considered, it would seem 


that the 47th and Baldwin location is 
preferrable so far as the options now open. 
To keep on shopping indefinitely for a 
better site seems to us to be a questionable 
course. 


What the county board should do, 


however, since it has taken the respon- 
sibility of finding housing for the state of- 
fice, is follow the state's suggestion that a 
second office be opened in the future. A 
site for that second office reflecting 
geographic balance should be found for the 
convenience of the public. 


Bullying And Blundering

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WASHINGTON - In America's 


"opening to China" and its policy of

It is odd that these "statements of prin- 


ciples" in the Shanghai and Moscow com- 
muniques, so bravely proclaimed to the 
world, have not been mentioned, let 
alone applied, to the immense human 
tragedy in Southeast Asia. 


Is it too late? After all, we have been' 


told about Henry Kissinger's dose and 
trusting relations with Chou En-lai in 
Peking, Anatoly Dobrynin, the Soviet am- 
bassador in Washington, and Le Due Tho, 
the North Vietnamese negotiator at the 
peace talks in Paris. Is it not barely possi- 
ble that the major nations might still 
work together for the political settlement 
and reconstruction of this tormented 
peninsula? 


This is the real "moral obligation" of 


the world community — and not merely 
of the United States, the Soviet Union and 
China — but of the other American, 
European, Asian and African nations: to 
meet at the United Nations or wherever 
and call in the name of pity and their 
common humanity for an end to the suf- 
fering and bloodshed. 
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In fairness to the American govern- 


ment, maybe it had to go through this 
charade of calling for $722 million in 
military aid to stop the panic in South 
Vietnam. If President Ford had done 
nothing or asked for just enough to 
evacuate the Americans, the whole 
military structure might have collapsed 


Hanoi's Le Due Tho, with Kissinger 


into a bloody mess. He is fiddling not for 
money but for time, but the question now 
is how he will use the little time he has. 


He cannot waste it much longer on 


arguments that the United States has a 
"moral obligation" to provide the 
weapons to produce a military stalemate. 
Secretary of Defense James Schlesinger 
testified that it would probably take "six 
weeks" to get effective weapons to 
Saigon, that the South Vietnamese are 
now out-manned and out-gunned, that 
even if the Congress voted the money, it 
was an uphill battle at best. 


In another committee of the Congress, 


Henry Kissinger was saying roughly the 


same thing. He promised nothing but he 
left the Congress with the problem that 
even if the $722 million did not save the 
situation, the "moral commitment" 
would still be valid. If the North Viet- 
namese kept coming, Washington would 
have to keep going. The Congress will 
probably compromise, but it is obviously 
not convinced. 
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Kissinger, Schlesinger and the Congress 


are playing games with one another. 
Kissinger and Schlesinger are pretending 
that $722 million, which we can't afford, 
may "stabuze" the military situation in 
Vietnam. The Congress knows as well as 


they do that it isn't true, so somebody has 
to change the question. 


In Paris the Soviets, the East Germans 


and other communists are talking private- 
ly about the possibilities of compromise. 
In London, Tokyo, Bonn and even here in 
Washington, there are vague suggestions 
about how to avoid a bloody battle for 
Saigon. All are put out very tentatively, 
but indicate that even at this late date 
there would be a negotiated settlement. 
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What the communists are suggesting, 


of course, is that they would rather dic- 
tate the terms of peace than fight for 
them, and here is where the so-called 
great powers and the United Nations 
could be helpful. 


Washington obviously cannot do it by 


itself. It is not ready to go back into the 
battle, but if Kissinger could get off 
Capitol Hill, he might be able to organize 
the world community to insist on a 
political settlement. 


In the last few days, there have been in- 


dications in several neutral capitals that 
Hanoi, having taken over most of the 
territory but not most of the people or 
resources of South Vietnam, is ready for a 
deal. And in the end, humiliating as it is, 
it may be the best compromise Saigon 
can get. 


Even to get this, however, will require 


pressure from Washington, Moscow, 
Peking. Lacking a return of the United 
States into the war, which is not in the 
cards, the "moral obligation" is not to 
send more guns but to end the slaughter. 


The so-called "great powers" could do 


it if they were faithful to the principles of 
the Shanghai and Moscow communiques, 
but so far there is no guidance that Ford 
or Kissinger have asked them to do so.

It is odd that these “statements of prin­ 
ciples” in the Shanghai and Moscow com­ 
muniques, so bravely proclaimed to the 
world, have not been mentioned, let 
alone applied, to the immense human 
tragedy in Southeast Asia. 


Is it too late? After all, we have been’ 
told about Henry Kissinger’s close and 
trusting relations with Chou En-lai in 
Peking, Anatoly Dobrynin, the Soviet am­ 
bassador in Washington, and Le Due Tho, 
the North Vietnamese negotiator at the 
peace talks in Paris. Is it not barely possi­ 
ble that the major nations might still 
work together for the political settlement 
and reconstruction of this tormented 
peninsula? 


This is the real “moral obligation” of 
the world community — and not merely 
of the United States, the Soviet Union and 
China — but of the other American, 
European, Asian and African nations: to 
meet at the United Nations or wherever 
and call in the name of pity and their 
common humanity for an end to the suf­ 
fering and bloodshed.

In fairness to the American govern­ 
ment, maybe it had to go through this 
charade of calling for $722 million in 
military aid to stop the panic in South 
Vietnam. If President Ford had done 
nothing or asked for just enough to 
evacuate the Americans, the whole 
military structure might have collapsed

into a bloody mess. He is fiddling not for 
money but for time, but the question now 
is how he will use the little time he has. 


He cannot waste it much longer on 
arguments that the United States has a 
“ moral obligation” to provide the 
weapons to produce a military stalemate. 
Secretary of Defense James Schlesinger 
testified that it would probably take “six 
weeks” to get effective weapons to 
Saigon, that the South Vietnamese are 
now out-manned and out-gunned, that 
even if the Congress voted the money, it 
was an uphill battle at best. 


In another committee of the Congress, 
Henry Kissinger was saying roughly the 


same thing. He promised nothing but he 
left the Congress with the problem that 
even if the $722 million did not save the 
situation, the “moral commitment” 
would still be valid. If the North Viet­ 
namese kept coming, Washington would 
have to keep going. The Congress will 
probably compromise, but it is obviously 
not convinced.

Kissinger, Schlesinger and the Congress 
are playing games with one another. 
Kissinger and Schlesinger are pretending 
that $722 million, which we can’t afford, 
may “stablize” the military situation in 
Vietnam. The Congress knows as well as 


they do that it isn’t true, so somebody has 
to change the question. 
In Paris the Soviets, the East Germans 
and other communists are talking private­ 
ly about the possibilities of compromise. 
In London, Tokyo, Bonn and even here in 
Washington, there are vague suggestions 
about how to avoid a bloody battle for 
Saigon. All are put out very tentatively, 
but indicate that even at this late date 
there would be a negotiated settlement. 
☆

☆ 
What the communists are suggesting, 
of course, is that they would rather dic­ 
tate the terms of peace than fight for 
them, and here is where the so-called 
great powers and the United Nations 
could be helpful. 


Washington obviously cannot do it by 
itself. It is not ready to go back into the 
battle, but if Kissinger could get off 
Capitol Hill, he might be able to organize 
the world community to insist on a 
political settlement. 
In the last few days, there have been in­ 
dications in several neutral capitals that 
Hanoi, having taken over most of the 
territory but not most of the people or 
resources of South Vietnam, is ready for a 
deal. And in the end, humiliating as it is, 
it may be the best compromise Saigon 
can get. 
Even to get this, however, will require 
pressure from Washington, Moscow, 
Peking. Lacking a return of the United 
States into the war, which is not in the 
cards, the “moral obligation” is not to 
send more guns but to end the slaughter. 


The so-called “great powers” could do 
it if they were faithful to the principles of 
the Shanghai and Moscow communiques, 
but so far there is no guidance that Ford 
or Kissinger have asked them to do so.

Cost Of Indoor Tennis 


Lincoln, Neb. 
I he cost of indoor tennis in a public complex will be more 
not less, than at a private club. For though the actual court fees 
may be less, the general taxpayer will be asked to bear the 
burden of maintenance, land cost, supervision, and so forth The 
cost of indoor tennis is what it is because of high interest rates 
for capital, real estate taxes, utility fees, and construction 
expenses. At the Lincoln Racquet Club, for example, profits 
added nothing to the fees since for the first two years of the 
club s existence, the losses have been considerable. 
On the other hand, the costs of the public complex are 
hidden. First, the public complex pays no taxes. Thus the city 
loses the revenue it could have gained if the complex were 
private. Second, the public complex will not pay for utility 
hookups or general site preparation. And third, the interest 
rates for a public complex are lower because the revenue bonds 
are tax-free - which adds, of course, to the income tax burden 
that all of us share. 
Finally, the plans for this particular complex call for the 
pledge of revenue from outdoor courts paid for by the taxDaver 
to secure the sale of revenue bonds. 
The study also indicates that the proposed customers for the 
indoor complex will be persons who earn $10,000 per year or 
more and that no time will be allotted for persons of moderate 
means. How strange it would be to see a city subsidize high- 
lncome tennis players when there is still a shortage of low-cost 
housing for lower income people. 
Moreover, if indoor tennis is to be subsidized, won’t we 
then be committed to subsidizing bowling, indoor swimming 
horseback-nding, etc.?

into ABP activities and the fil- 
ing of criminal charges against 
West and several other com- 
pany officials. Those charges 
were filed by South Dakota Atty. 
Gen. William Janklow and in- 
volve charges of payment of 
livestock purchases with in- 
sufficient funds checks. 


The plan for payment of 


creditors, filed late Wednesday 
afternoon, provides for partial 
payment of claims, many over a 
five-year period, and partial pay- 
ment with stock-options. 


The firm proposes to estab- 


lish a $12 million account for in- 
itial partial payment of claims 
against it. 


At the time of a limited bank- 


ruptcy filing Jan. 7, ABP listed 
$112 million in debts and $131 
million in assets.

Most Nebraskans File 
'74 State Tax Returns 


By GERRY SWTTZER 


Star Staff Writer 


The majority of Nebraskans 


have filed their 1974 Nebraska 
income tax returns. 


According to Gary Chunka of 


the Nebraska Department of 
Revenue, 618,000 returns had 
been received by Wednesday 
with between 30,000 and 50,000 
expected to be received in the 
next four days. 


Nebraskans who waited until 


the April 15 deadline to mail 
their returns should not expect a 
refund for four to six weeks, 
Chunka said. 


"We're going to try to push 


them through as fast as we can," 
he said, but noted that with 
more than 100,000 returns being 
received the first three days of 


this week it will take some time 
to process them. 


About 25,000 returns were 


received Monday, 32,000 on 
Tuesday and about 50,000 were 
received Wednesday - the day 
after the deadline for mailing. 


To date about 500,000 of the 


618,000 received had been 
processed, Chunka reported. 


About 90% of the taxpayers 


filing returns are receiving a re- 
fund jrtth the average refund 
running about $57.37 as com- 
pared with 161.48 at the same 
time last year. 


The Department of Revenue 


attributes the approximate $4 
drop in the average refund to 
differences in amounts withheld 
during 1974. 


During 1973, the state 


"overwithheld 1%" so that most 
taxpayers realized a higher re- 
fund when they filed their 1973 
returns, according to Chunka. 


He said many workers also 


carried higher exemptions in 
1974 than they had in prior years. 


For example, taxpayers who 


claimed zero number of exemp- 
tions during the year — so they 
would be assured of a refund 
when their returns were filed — 
are now claiming those exemp- 
tions during the year. 


Chunka said this allows them 


more money to spend during the 
year with the hoep they'll come 
up with no tax due instead of a 
refund at the time for filing 
returns. 


Yeutter Nomination Just In Time 


Hastings (AP) - Little did he 


know it, but when President 
Ford announced the nomination 
of Clayton Yeutter as a special 
deputy trade representative,!he 
stopped Yeutter's thoughts of 
bowing out of government life 
this summer. 


A native of Eustis, Neb., 


Yeutter, who has been an assis- 
tant to U.S. Agriculture 
Secretary Earl Butz for the past 
two years, said he had been 
thinking of leaving Washington. 


"I wanted to leave Washington 


this year," Yeutter said in a 
telephone interview. "I faced 
two alternatives. I would either 
bring my family back to 
Washington, or I would rejoin 
my family somewhere in the 
Midwest." 


Yeutter's family currently 


lives in Lincoln, and he said 4Vz 
years of commuting had just 
about done him in. 


"I was leaning towards the 


Midwest, but when President 
Ford asked me to assume «this 
newly created position, I felt the 
urge to accept," Yeutter said. 


Yeutter's new post was 


created just last year by 
Congress, and will involve 
strategy planning for the up- 
coming international trade 
negotiations in Geneva. 


In his current post, Yeutter 


has been involved with inter- 
national agricultural trade, 
which was one of the prime fac- 
tors in his selection for the post. 


He said the talks "are tremen- 


dously important to this country, 
and even more important to U.S. 
agriculture." 


"Nothing I could do during the 


next two or three years would be 
so important," the former 
University of Nebraska faculty 
member said.

Nebraska's unemployment 


rate for March dropped to 6.6% 
from the 6.8% rate recorded in 
February, according to State 
Labor Commissioner Gerald 
Chizek. 


Chizek said the 6.6% rate 


means there were 47,415 
Nebraskans out of work during 
the month. 


In Omaha, the unemployment 


rate was 8.3% for March com- 
pared with 8.5% in February. 
Lincoln's unemployment rate 
was 6% in March compared with 
6.3% in February. 


That means, Chizek said, there 


were 21,491 persons in Omaha 
out of work and 5,929 in Lincoln 
had no jobs. 


The commissioner said the 


decrease "wasn't all that much, 
but it is certainly a better sign of 
possible recovery than a two- 
tenths of a per cent increase 
would be." 


Earlier, Chizek said he 


thought the unemployment 
graph had reached a peak in 
terms of significant jumps and 
he said Wednesday the latest 
figures back up his earlier 
assessment of the situation. 


That doesn't mean there won't 


be any increases in the state un- 
employment rate in future 
months, he said, but at least he 
doesn't feel there would be sub- 
stantial increases. 


In terms of money spent on 


unemployment benefits, Chizek 


said through April 2 some $16 
million was spent this year. 
During the same period a year 
ago, the commissioner said $8.4 
million was spent. 


The commissioner also said 


during February there were 8,- 
278 claims initiated for un- 
employment benefits, while in 


March there were 7,248 initial 
claims. 


As to the areas of unemploy- 


ment, Chizek said the food 
processing and agriculture- 
related category still headed the 
March list. But he said that 
situation should change now that 
spring has arrived.

Mos t Nebras k ans File 
'7 4 State Tax Returns

The majority of Nebraskans 
have filed their 1974 Nebraska 
income tax returns. 
According to Gary Chunka of 
the Nebraska 
Department of 
Revenue, 618,000 returns had 
been received by Wednesday 
with between 30,000 and 50,000 
expected to be received in the 
next four days. 
Nebraskans who waited until 
the April 15 deadline to mail 
their returns should not expect a 
refund for four to six weeks, 
Chunka said. 
“We’re going to try to push 
them through as fast as we can,” 
he said, but noted that with 
more than 100.000 returns being 
received the first three days of 


this week it will take some time 
to process them. 
About 25,000 returns were 
received Monday, 32,000 on 
Tuesday and about 50,000 were 
received Wednesday — the day 
after the deadline for mailing. 
To date about 500,000 of the 
618,000 received 
had 
been 
processed, Chunka reported. 


About 90% of the taxpayers 
filing returns are receiving a re­ 
fund with the average refund 
running about $57.37 as com­ 
pared with $61.48 at the same 
time last year. 
The Department of Revenue 
attributes the approximate $4 
drop in the average refund to 
differences in amounts withheld 
during 1974. 


D uring 
1973, 
th e sta te 
“overwithheld 1%” so that most 
taxpayers realized a higher re­ 
fund when they filed their 1973 
returns, according to Chunka. 


He said many workers also 
carried higher exemptions in 
1974 than they had in prior years. 
For example, taxpayers who 
claimed zero number of exemp­ 
tions during the year — so they 
would be assured of a refund 
when their returns were filed — 
are now claiming those exemp­ 
tions during the year. 
Chunka said this allows them 
more money to spend during the 
year with the hoep they’ll come 
up with no tax due instead of a 
refund at the time for filing 
returns.

In terms of money spent on 
unemployment benefits, Chizek 


said through April 2 some $16 
million was spent this year.

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Duty Of Lawyers Not Always Obvious

Lawyers ofte,n face complex and dif- 


ficult decisions when personal ethics 
clash with professional responsibilities 


And lawyers often confront these 


decisions "quite alone, without suf- 
ficient guidance from the profession or 
the society," said Professor

Wednesday 


Prof. Babcock, associate-professor of 


law at Stanford University Law School, 
said the Watergate affair has raised a 
storm about lawyers' ethics and the 
public seems unsympathetic, even 
hostile. 


Ethics Vary 


The public and many lawyers general- 


ly 'don't understand that professional 
ethics "sometimes vary from and 
stretch beyond personal ethics," she 
said. 


Prof. Babcock cited a case she was in- 


directly involved in while working in the 
District of Columbia as a public 
defender. One of the lawyers in that of- 


fice was defending an armed robbery 
suspect. 


The robbery case was a typical one. A 


man held up a liquor store. The clerk 
was the only witness and later positively 
identified the suspect. 


What made this case unique, Prof. 


Babcock explained, was that by the 
time the case came to trial a year later, 
the witness had moved and changed 
jobs and the prosecutor couldn't locate 
him. 


Found Witness 


In the meantime, however, the defen- 


dant's lawyer had found the witness by 
looking up his forwarding address at the 
post office, interviewed him and deter- 
mined his memory and testimony were 
still solid. 


What should the defense lawyer do? 


The next day in court, the prosecutor 
would tell the judge he couldn't locate 
his only witness. Most likely the judge 
wouldn't grant a week's extension on a 
case that was already a year old and 
would order dismissal. 


Should the defense attorney admit he 


knows where the witness is and almost 
surely clinch the case for the 
prosecution? 


The Code of Professional Respon- 


sibility, produced under the auspices of 
the American Bar Association (ABA), 
says a lawyer should represent a client 
zealously within the bounds of the law. 


Can't Suppress Evidence 


But on the other hand, the code says a 


lawyer shall not suppress evidence that 
he or his client has a legal obligation to 
produce. 


The case reflects the clash between 


personal ethics — which dictate 
openness, helpfulness, aiding the 
system by seeing that cases are brought 
to trial — and professional ethics — 
which call for considering duty to the 
client as paramount. 


The defense lawyer decided to remain 


silent and not reveal the witness' 
whereabouts. 


Next day in court, the judge granted 


the prosecutor one day to find the 
witness and he did so. The judge was 
irate to learn the defense attorney had 


known where the witness was and even 
attempted, unsuccessfully, to have the 
lawyer disbarred. 


No Choice 


In Prof. Babcock's opinion, the' 


defense attorney had no other choice — 
he did the right thing. 


But many lawyers would not have 


been inclined or able to do what this 
lawyer did, she said. And the public 
probably wouldn't condone the defense 
attorney's actions. 


Both lawyers and the public need to 


be educated, Prof. Babcock said. 


Lawyers need to understand they 


must confront issues "on which neither 
the Ten Commandments nor 
humanitarian concerns for others or the 
public interest will give them any help.'' 


Tough Decisions 


And the public must recognize the 


lawyer's responsibilities to his client, 
the ambiguities of professional ethics 
and the harshness of choices which 
morally sensitive lawyers are called 
upon to make.

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Committee May Check Truckers' Mileages

The Legislature's Revenue Com- 


mittee may get involved in questions 
concerning how much interstate 
truckers should be paying the state in 
fees and taxes. 


Sen. Cal Carsten of Avoca, committee 


chairman, said Wednesday he is trying 
to gef some clarifications concerning 
the questions before the committee 
decides whether to look into it. 


An audit of the State Department of 


Motor Vehicles discovered conflicting 
data about the number of miles trucking 


and bus firms have travelled in 
Nebraska. 


The issue is important because the 


amount of property taxes and fees paid 
by interstate truckers is based on the 
Nebraska mileage travelled. 


State auditors reported that the 


mileage reported to the Motor Vehicles 
Department for tax and fee purposes in 
most cases did not correspond to 
mileage the truckers reported to the 
State Department ot Revenue for fuel 
tax purposes. 


A sampling of ten trucking firms 


revealed that they would have paid 


$55,979 in added taxes and fees if 
Revenue Department mileage figures 
were used instead of Motor Vehicles' 
data. 


"I will be talking to the auditors 


about this," Carsten said. 


The auditors' report did not assess 


blame for the discrepancies, but it did 
suggest Motor Vehicles hire some 
auditors to check Revenue's figures 
periodically and audit trucking firms 
when needed. 


B. E. Sandin, one of the auditors who 


studied the mileage reports, said, 
"We're not calling it dishonesty, nor did 
we say anyone should pay more. 


"The differences are possibly due to 


poor bookkeeping. We don't know, we 
didn't audit the trucking firms' books." 


He also acknowledged that the 


Revenue Department's mileage figures 
may have included strictly intrastate 
truck operations unlike Motor Vehicles' 
figures and thus may have boosted the 
total. He said he doubted intrastate 
operations would have accounted for all 
of the discrepancies. 


He also noted that some of the firms 


checked had mileage in the millions, 
and the mileage was exactly the same in 
data given to both agencies.

DeCamp Would Ban 
No-Interest Accounts 


By Th e Associated Press 
State Sen. John DeCamp of 
Neligh said Wednesday he would 
attempt to abolish property tax 
escrow accounts which lending 
institutions establish and hold 
without paying interest. 
DeCamp said he would 
attempt to substitute his plan for 
a bill, LB502, which would 
require lending institutions to 
pay interest on escrow accounts. 
Home buyers pay a portion of 
their property tax money to the 
lending institutions each month 
along with their house payment. 
The lending institution keeps 
the money without paying in­ 
terest and pays the taxes at the 
end of the year. 
DeCamp’s plan would abolish 
the separate escrow account and 
use the monthly tax payments to 
reduce the outstanding balance 
of the home loan. That would 


mean the home buyer would pay 
less interest on the loan. 


At the end of the year, under 
DeCamp’s plan, the lending in­ 
stitution would increase the loan 
to raise enough money to pay the 
taxes. 


He said the plan would save 
the average home buyer $800 
over the life of his mortgage.

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Special Education Rules

The State Board of Education 


Wednesday night unanimously 
approved revised rules to imple- 
ment special education 
programs for handicapped 
children under LB403, a 1973 law 
that has been in operation a year 
without official standards. 


State Education Com- 


missioner Anne Campbell said 
the new rules and regulations 
will be in effect subject to ap- 
proval by the Nebraska attorney 
general and the governor. 


Meanwhile, copies will be sent 


to schools and educational ser- 
vice units, which contract to 
provide special education 
programs. Copies are also 
available at the State Depart- 
ment of Education, 233 S. 10th. 


Under LB403, the state reim- 


burses school districts for 90% of 
the costs that exceed the per- 
pupil costs to educate a normal 
child. 


"It's been a long, massive 


struggle" to approve the 
guidelines, said Lincoln board 
member Frank Landis. 


Moving with unusual speed, 


the board approved the 
proposed 21-page set of rules 
following a two-hour public 
hearing Wednesday afternoon 
and a subsequent work session 
to review and respond to the 
testimony. 


Most of the changes suggested 


by 25 witnesses in the audience 
of about 200 special educators 
from across Nebraska were in- 
corporated in the revised set of 
rules approved. 


There was one exception, 


however: Funding for learning 


disabled children will be delayed 
until fiscal 1975-76. President R. 
Jerry Hargitt of Omaha said to 
fund that Board this year would 
require an additional $500,000 
from the Legislature, because 
federal funds aren't available 
immediately. 


One of the repeated com- 


plaints in the afternoon hearing 
was about full funding for the 
required LB403 programs. The 
Legislature originally 
under 


funded the law, with an $8.6 
million appropriation. Emergen- 
cy legislation was required this 
Unicameral session to shake 
loose up to $2 million of that 
money. About $1.3 million was 
paid out. 


Lincoln Sen. Shu-ley Marsh, 


also an Appropriations Com- 
mittee member, presented the 
state board with a legislative 
fiscal analyst's report completed 
Wednesday, chronicling the 
history of LB403, its problems 
and recommended alternatives 
to alleviate them. 


Acknowledging that "the ef- 


fort to implement a new law not 
readily accepted in 1,250 in- 
dependent school districts is no 
easy task," the report to the Ap- 
propriations 
Committee 


nevertheless 
variously 


recommended: 
- The State Education 


Department adopt rules to com- 
ply with LB403, approve plans 
and budgets based on those 
rules, justify accounting 
procedures and recover past 
overpayments. 


— Repeal LB403 and reinstate 


the previous statutes providing 
special education programs. 


— Repeal all statutes relating 
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to special education. 


— Or introduce legislation to 


recodify all laws affecting 
special education, including 
transportation, and incorporate 
the concepts in LB403. 


In the afternoon hearing, most 


of the witnesses applauded the 
efforts of the Education Depart- 
ment to untangle the ad- 
ministrative mess of LB403 
operations. Yet others testifying 
maintained that the original 
rules and regulations were suf- 
ficient, if they were only funded 
properly. 


David Powell, executive direc- 


tor of the Nebraska Association 
of Retarded Citizens, objected 
strongly to the "bounty concept" 
of LB403. He described that as 
the "tendency to place the (han- 
dicapped) person in the most 
severe level for the school to get 
the most funds." 
Others testifying called for im- 


mediate start-up of programs 
across the state where they have 
been abandoned, and deficit ap- 
propriations for those programs 
being paid by local school dis- 
tricts. Without the money, they 
said, many programs will be 
sacrificed.

More Taxation Coming 


If you've purchased a boat, snowmobile, rifle, shotgun, 


fishing gear, just about anything related to outdoor recreation, 
you ve probably paid a little tax designated as excise tax. 


This money goes into the federal coffers and some of it finds 


its way back to the states to finance purchase or development of 
recreation areas. 


If you bought your boat or snowmobile last year or early 


this year, consider yourself lucky. It may be too late to do 
anything about it now, but the House of Representatives has in- 
itiated a bill, H R. 5005, to tack a 20 per cent tax on recreational 
vehicles of this nature. 


H.R. 5005 is a 180-page energy bill, according to the wire 


services, and the object is to find ways of cutting down on fuel 
consumption. One, our legislators feel, is to tax leisuretime 
vehicles as follows: 


"There is hereby imposed upon the sale of the following ar- 


ticles, including in e^ch case parts and accessories therefore 
sold on or in connection with the sale thereof by the manufac- 
turer, a tax equivalent to 20 per cent of the price for which so 
sold " 


That means, boats, motors of 10 horse power or more, 


snowmobiles, even general aviation planes of noncommercial 
use would be taxed under the provision. 


The bill was to have been brought to the House floor 


Wednesday for vote, but no word has come of it at yet.

Legislation was then suggested to almost outlaw recreational 
consumption of gasoline.

Recreation has been that stimulous and yet, the legislators were 
thinking of putting the cuffs on it.

Karthauser turned in the most

46-6 and a qualifying position for 
the NCAA division III national 
outdoor meet, Glen reached 47- 
7% in his second jump 
Wednesday. 


On his final jump, the former

time for nationals. 


Besides Glen's triple jump 


win, he also won the high jump 
to become one of the meet's 
double winners. 


Glen cleared 6-2 in the high 


jump and then missed all three 
attempts at 6-5''2 


Wesleyan and SOU both 


finished the meet with seven 
first-place winners, but the 
Plainsmen's overall depth 
earned them the title 


Former Columbus high 


sprinter Dean Soulliere, now 
with SOU, won both the 100 and 
220 to gain two gold medals. 


Soulliere churned to a 100 


clocking in the century and a 
.22.5 mark in the 220, both times 
edging out second place finishers 
by less than a tenth of a second.

Coach Tom Osborne got his first look at 


Nebraska wingbacks Earl Everett and 
Darrell Walton Wednesday afternoon in a 
short scrimmage in NU's Memorial 
Stadium, but neither was able to go at full 
speed. 


Everett, who has been out all spring 


with a pulled hamstring muscle, has 
added a sprained ankle to his woes. 


Walton, who is recovering from knee 


surgery, actually was running better than 
he was walking, but still isn't ready to go 
100 per cent. 


"Darrell looked like an outstanding 


prospect last fall," Osborne said of the 
freshman from Omaha, indicating that he 
hopes he'll be completely recovered by 
the time pre-season practice starts. 


"When you've been a quarterback all 


your life," Osborne noted about Everett, 
"it's a whole new ball game when you're 
switched to wingback. He has to learn the 


timing and the plays at the new position." 


Wingback, a position which is devoid of 


experience other than Tommy Heiser 
(who still is out with bruises), was 
capably manned Wednesday by Curtis 
Craig, another freshman who recently 
switched from I-back. 


"Craig could be a good Big Eight I- 


back," Osborne said. "But of the I-backs 
we have he has the most capability of 
playing wingback." 


The switch isn't necessarily permanent, 


Osborne indicated. It depends on the in- 
jury situation at both positions and it's 
possible he could be used at either place 
in an emergency. 


Craig was the top ground gainer in the 


22-play scrimmage, carrying three times 
for 21 yards. I-back John O'Leary has 
three carries for 17 yards while Monte 
Anthony carried twice for 10 yards. 


Quarterback standout of the afternoon 


was Terry Luck, who hit seven of eight 
passes, including six in a row, against the 


ft, 


No. 2 defense. They gained 83 yards. Top 
receivers were Ron Nitzel and O'Leary, 
each with two catches.

Public Seeks 
Fire Range

"I think it's a criminal shame a state as rich as Nebraska 


can't have a public place where Joe Blow Public can take his 
son out and shoot his .22 to zero it in." Dick Hedges of Lincoln 
said Wednesday night at the Nebraska Game and Parks Com- 
mission 


For that reason. Hedges and a group of interested parties 


gathered at the Commission building to formulate a committee 
to study the potential of a multi-purpose live fire range in or 
around Lincoln 


Hedges and Lincolmtes Richard Fink and Dwight Thimgan 


led the conversations of pistol shooters, smallbore riflemen, 
bench riflemen, high power shooters, muzzleloaders military 
shooters and police interests. All called for the construction of a 
much needed facility to permit them public access to a shooting 
area 


"It seems as though we're in a position here where things 


will start clicking." Thimgan said. He pointed out a few years 
ago a group of interested shooters had approached the shooting 
facility proposal but failed 


Thimgen indicated the failure was due to the group's 


attempt at a facility for that group and that it did not concern 
itself with other shooting interests 


"We were hoping that if all the shooting interests could be 


brought together in a meeting such as this, we could pool our 
ideas." he said. "We need a shooting complex for all types of 
shooters. We will try to be responsive to just about even- type of 
shooting, with the possible exception of shotguns, that exists." 


State senator Gary Anderson of Axtell, himself an Olympic 


gold medal winner numerous times for his shooting skills, gave 
the group his support 


"I wholeheartedly endorse this," Anderson said of the 


group's efforts to unite in a common range cause "Nebraska is 
in terrible shape in this area I'm excited about the proposal 1 
just wish more Nebraska communities would come up with a 
similar proposal of their own ' 


Anderson told the group of 40-some interested shooters, 


Nebraska is one of only three states he is familiar with which 
does not have a 600-yard competition high power rifle range as 
an example of how badly the state needs to get to work 


"You know it used to be nobody in Nebraska was concerned 


about rifle ranges," he explained. "The people in this state had 
a feeling of wide open spaces where anybody that wanted could 
just go out in the country and zero in his rifle on a hill side or 
creek bank Well, those da>s are over 


"Shooting is in trouble in our rural areas Hunting is in trou- 


ble in our rural areas because of this type of activity." Anderson 
continued "We need to do something like this (the building of a 
quality range) to put hunting and shooting back in a favorable 
light with the public " 


The group set up a study committee to seek possible 


funding methods for construction of such a range, as well as 
study needs and concepts for such a facility in or around Lin- 
coln. No sites were discussed for the proposed facility, however. 


Currently, the city of Lincoln has no public facility for the 


sport shooter. The Lincoln Izaak Walton League annually opens 
its doors for a short period each fall for rifle sighting but few 
other facilities, even private facilities, are available for the 
firearm shooter in southeast Nebraska. 


The committee hopes to lay the ground work for a wholely 


public range for the area in the near future- Interested parties or 
individuals are encouraged to join in the effort, according to the 
group 


Pro Game Possible 
At Memorial Stadium

"But we have to wait for further progress on the plans 


until the matter is approved by the university administration 
and the Board of Regents," Devaney said. 


The game would be the first pro football contest played 


in Lincoln. 


Devaney indicated revenues from such a game would be 


a help to the NU athletic department. 


Within the past two weeks, a projection by the NU 


business office forecast a deficit for the department because 
of rising costs. 


"We're not one of those schools going around crying that 


we're going down the drain," Devaney said. 


"We're exploring every means of earning extramoney to 


keep our heads above water; we're taking the positive ao- 
proach."

More Taxation Coming 


If you ve purchased a boat, snowmobile, rifle, shotgun, 
fishing gear, just about anything related to outdoor recreation, 
you ve probably paid a little tax designated as excise tax. 
This money goes into the federal coffers and some of it finds 
its way back to the states to finance purchase or development of 
recreation areas. 
If you bought your boat or snowmobile last year or early 
this year, consider yourself lucky. It may be too late to do 
anything about it now. but the House of Representatives has in­ 
itiated a bill, H.R. 5005, to tack a 20 per cent tax on recreational 
vehicles of this nature. 


H.R. 500 5 is a 1 80 -pa g e energ y bill, a cco rding to the wire 
serv ices, a nd the o bject is to find wa y s o f cutting do wn o n fuel 
co nsumptio n. One, o ur leg isla to rs feel, is to ta x Jeisuretime 
v ehicles a s fo llo ws: 


‘There is hereby imposed upon the sale of the following ar­ 
ticles, including in e^ch case parts and accessories therefore 
sold on or in connection with the sale thereof by the manufac­ 
turer, a tax equivalent to 20 per cent of the price for which so 
sold." 
That means, boats, motors of 10 horse power or more, 
snowmobiles, even general aviation planes of noncommercial 
use would be taxed under the provision. 
The bill was to have been brought to the House floor 
Wednesday for vote, but no word has come of it at yet. 


Recreation Hit Again 


Apparently, recreation is going to be hit again. You’ll recall 
the consideration brought up during last year's gas scare. 
Legislation was then suggested to almost outlaw recreational 
consumption of gasoline. 
The recreational industry got its hair up in order to il­ 
lustrate just what it meant to the nation and killed that con­ 
sideration. You can t snuff out around $58 billion in an economy 
looking at a stimulous to encourage production and spending. 
Recreation has been that stimulous and yet, the legislators were 
thinking of putting the cuffs on it. 


Leisure time pro ducts ha v e be$n o ne' o f the few a rea s 
pushing a hea d despite the eco no my . Bo a ting sa les ha v e co n­ 
tinued to climb since Wo rld Wa r II. Sno wmo biles a re g a ining 
po pula rity .

Recreation has been big business, bringing in billions for 
some time. Maybe our legislators are offended by the success 
leisure goods have experienced? 
The members of Bass Anglers Sportsmen Society (BASS) 
have been trying to point out less than one per cent of all gas 
consumption in the U.S. can be credited to the millions of boat 
owners. 
The House Ways and Means Committee came up with the 
taxation idea as part of its general energy conservation package. 
It's just too bad they didn't consider the damper being put on 
the economy’s one thriving industry. 
Of course, aTI of us are trying to do our part in energy con­ 
servation. I have been drift fishing more lately with the motor 
off. But pretty soon, we'll all be taxed nght out of our rigs.

Coach Tom Osborne got his first look at 
Nebraska wingbacks Earl Everett and 
Darrell Walton Wednesday afternoon in a 
short scrimmage in NU’s Memorial 
Stadium, but neither was able to go at full 
speed. 
Everett, who has been out all spring 
with a pulled hamstring muscle, has 
added a sprained ankle to his woes. 
Walton, who is recovering from knee 
surgery, actually was running better than 
he was walking, but still isn’t ready to go 
100 per cent. 
“ Darrell looked like an outstanding 
prospect last fall,” Osborne said of the 
freshman from Omaha, indicating that he 
hopes he’ll be completely recovered by 
the time pre-season practice starts. 
“ When you've been a quarterback all 
your life,” Osborne noted about Everett, 
“ it’s a whole new ball game when you’re 
switched to wingback. He has to learn the 


timing and the plays at the new position.” 
Wingback, a position which is devoid of 
experience other than Tommy Heiser 
(who still is out with bruises), was 
capably manned Wednesday by Curtis 
Craig, another freshman who recently 
switched from I-back. 
“ Craig could be a good Big Eight I- 
back,” Osborne said. “ But of the I-backs 
we have he has the most capability of 
playing wingback." 
The switch isn’t necessarily permanent, 
Osborne indicated. It depends on the in­ 
jury situation at both positions and it’s 
possible he could be used at either place 
in an emergency. 
Craig was the top ground gainer in the 
22-play scrimmage, carrying three times 
for 21 yards. I-back John O’Leary has 
three carries for 17 yards while Monte 
Anthony carried twice for 10 yards. 
Quarterback standout of the afternoon 
was Terry Luck, who hit seven of eight 
passes, including six in a row, against the 


No. 2 defense. They gained 83 yards. Top 
receivers were Ron Nitzel and O’Leary, 
each with two catches. Fullback Tony 
Davis, Anthony and Craig each caught 
one. 
“Quarterback still is up in the air," 
Osborne said, remarking that right now 
Luck is doing the best job. “ He has been 
around four years, knows the offense, has 
a lot of poise and is a good leader,” 
Osborne said. “ All the others are still 
learning. They all have ability and they’re 
more closely bunched than a normal two- 
through-five ranking would indicate.” 
The No. 1 defense dominated the _No. 
2 offense, with linebackers Percy 
Eichelberger and Cletus Pillen showing 
promising improvement. 
Osborne thought the defensive interior 
down linemen John Lee, Mike Fultz and 
Ron Pruitt looked especially strong. 
The Huskers will have a “ teaching” 
practice on Friday and then hold a major 
scrimmage Saturday afternoon.

Public 
Fire 
Seeks 
Range

“ I think it’s a criminal shame a state as rich as Nebraska 
can’t have a public place where Joe Blow Public can take his 
son out and shoot his .22 to zero it in.” Dick Hedges of Lincoln 
said Wednesday night at the Nebraska Game and Parks Com­ 
mission. 
For that reason. Hedges and a group of interested parties 
gathered at the Commission building to formulate a committee 
to study the potential of a multi-purpose live fire range in or 
around Lincoln. 
Hedges and Lincolnites Richard Fink and Dwight Thimgan 
led the conversations of pistol shooters, smallbore riflemen, 
bench riflemen, high power shooters, muzzleloaders, military 
shooters and police interests. All called for the construction of a 
much needed facility to permit them public access to a shooting 
area. 
“ It seems as though we re in a position here where things 
will start clicking.” Thimgan said. He pointed out a few years 
ago a group of interested shooters had approached the shooting 
facility proposal but failed. 
Thimgan indicated the failure was due to the group’s 
attempt at a facility for that group and that it did not concern 
itself with other shooting interests. 
“ We were hoping that if all the shooting interests could be 
brought together in a meeting such as this, we could pool our 
ideas.” he said. “ We need a shooting complex for all types of 
shooters. We will try to be responsive to just about every type of 
shooting, with the possible exception of shotguns, that exists.” 
State senator Gary Anderson of Axtell, himself an Olympic 
gold medal winner numerous times for his shooting skills, gave 
the group his support. 
“ I wholeheartedly endorse this.” Anderson said of the 
group's efforts to unite in a common range cause. “ Nebraska is 
in terrible shape in this area. I'm excited about the proposal. I 
just wish more Nebraska communities would come up with a 
similar proposal of their own.” 
Anderson told the group of 40-some interested shooters. 
Nebraska is one of only three states he is familiar with which 
does not have a 600-yard competition high power rifle range as 
an example of how badly the state needs to get to work. 
“ You know it used to be nobody in Nebraska was concerned 
about rifle ranges.” he explained. “ The people in this state had 
a feeling of wide open spaces where anybody that wanted could 
just go out in the country and zero in his rifle on a hill side or 
creek bank. Well, those days are over. 
“ Shooting is in trouble in our rural areas. Hunting is in trou­ 
ble in our rural areas because of this type of activity,” Anderson 
continued “ We need to do something like this (the building of a 
quality range) to put hunting and shooting back in a favorable 
light with the public.” 
The group set up a study committee to seek possible 
funding methods for construction of such a range, as well as 
study needs and concepts for Such a facility in or around Lin­ 
coln. No sites were discussed for the proposed facility, however. 
Currently, the city of Lincoln has no public facility for the 
sport shooter. The Lincoln Izaak Walton League annually opens 
its doors for a short period each fall for rifle sighting but few 
other facilities, even private facilities, are available for the 
firearm shooter in southeast Nebraska. 
The committee hopes to lay the ground work for a wholely 
public range for the area in the near future Interested parties or 
individuals are encouraged to join in the effort, according to the 
group. 


Pro Game Possible 
At Memorial Stadium

Negotiations are underway to have the Baltimore Colts 
and the Atlanta Falcons play an exhibition pro football game 
Aug. 16, according to University of Nebraska athletic direc­ 
tor Bob Devaney- 
“ We have been negotiating with the Baltimore Colts to 
bring this exhibition pro football game to Memorial 
Stadium," Devaney said. 
"We have things cleared through the NCAA and the Big 
Eight Conference for permission to have the game. 
“ But we have to wait for further progress on the plans 
until the matter is approved by the university administration, 
and the Board of Regents," Devaney said. 
The game would be the first pro football contest played 
in Lincoln. 
Devaney indicated revenues from such a game would be 
a help to the NU athletic department. 
Within the past two weeks, a projection by the NU 
business office forecast a deficit for the department because 
of rising costs. 
"We re not one of those schools going around crying that 
we re going down the dram,” Devaney said. 
“ We re exploring every means of earning extra money to 
keep our heads above water; we’re taking the positive ap­ 
proach.” 


Devaney said the possible pro game would not be an 
“ overall cure,” adding it could not pay the costs of suppor­ 
ting NU’s new fieldhouse, or paying the bill for women’s 
athletics.

WASHINGf ON (AP) - The 


Federal Trade Commission an- 
nounced on Wednesday it has 
accepted a revised negotiated 
agreement aimed at curtailing 
Xerox Corp's dominance of the 
copying machine industry. 


The commission said the new 


agreement, which is subject to 
public comment before the agen- 
cy decides whether to accept it 
as final places tougher restric- 
tions on Xerox's pricing system 
and patent availability.

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O'Neill Canal Plan Rapped 
By Ranchers, Sierra Club

Norfolk (AP) — R anchers and environmen­ 
talists teamed up here during a public meeting to 
clash with proponents of the controversial 
Norden Dam and O’Neill Irrigation Project. 
R ichard Barber of the U.S. Bureau of 


R eclamation led off the discussion for proponents 
of the projects, saying the latest estimates place 
the cost at more than $140 million. 
The project calls for a reservoir to be built on 


the Niobrara R iver near Norden, with a canal east 
to the O’Neill area. 
The water would be used to irrigate 77,000 


acres of crop land, with users paying fees. 
Barber said some recreational benefits would 


be realized from the dam, but “ 90% of the benefit 
is irrigation.” 
Following his summary, Barber was im­ 
mediately bombarded by criticism from the 
heavily anti-project gathering of about 60 persons. 
R anchers from the Bassett and Newport 


areas said the dam and canal would tear up their 
land. Other opponents asked why their tax money 
should be used to “ bail out” farmers who over­ 
extended their irrigation wells. They referred to 
farmers i.i the O’Neill area, who would realize 
most of the benefits from the project. 
Ted Hoffman of Omaha, chairman of the 


Nebraska Sierra Club, said there are many still 


unanswered problems regarding the environmen­ 
tal impact of the proposed project. 
Dr. Lloyd Fisher, a University of Nebraska 


economist, said he doubted that a public invest­ 
ment of more than $140 million could be justified 
in terms of benefits that would actually be 
received. 
Fisher said when all factors are figured, com 


grown with Norden Dam water would likely cost 
about $5 per bushel to produce. 
Dale Williamson, executive director of the 


Nebraska Natural R esources Commission, made 
a plea for what he termed a “ conjunctive use of 
water.” 
“ We need balanced use of ground and surface 


water, and look toward a balanced program,” 
Williamson said. 
He added the state needs to save some of its 


surface water, and use it in conjunction with its 
ground water for irrigating crops. 
Bob Warrick of Meadow Grove, chairman of 


the local Sierra Club chapter, closed the session 
by saying the club will be glad to assist in 
organizing a group to oppose the project. 
However, Warrick noted that the Sierra Club 
would be reluctant to fight the dam if it cannot 
enlist the help of citizens living in the area of the 
project.

impetus from anticipation of a 
possible new reduction soon in 
the bank prime lending rate. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials, down more than 8 
points with two hours to go, 
wound up with a .63 gain at 
815.71. 
The momentum of the up­ 
surge left the New York Stock 
Exchange ticker tape running 
four minutes late as the closing 
bell sounded. 
Big Board volume totaled 


22.97 million shares, compared 
with 29.62 million on Tuesday. 
Standard & Poor’s 500-stock 


index was up .30 at 86.60, and the 
NYSE's composite index of 
more than 1,500 common issues 
rose .18 to 45.84. 
Advances outnumbered de­ 
clines 739 to 648 among the 1,- 
815 issues traded on the Big 
Board. 
The upswing in stocks came 


along with a rally in the bond 
market, which is always sensi­ 
tive to interest rate develop­ 
ments and prospects. 
And brokers pointed out that 


expectations of a possible re­ 
newed decline in the prime rate 
had been heightened by a pre­ 
diction Monday from Walter 
Wriston, 
chairman of New 


York’s Citicorp, that interest 
rates had not yet bottomed out. 
Market-watchers also pointed 


to a continuing air of hope for an 
early economic recovery. 
Wednesday’s early setback 


was blamed largely on profit 
taking, possibly aggravated by 
some disappointment over the 29 
per cent drop in early-April car 
sales reported by manufacturers 
Tuesday. 
In auto stocks, General Mo­ 
tors lost % to 423/4; Ford was off 
Vs at 37, and Chrysler slipped Vs 
to 107/s. American Motors, which 
said it expected to show a loss 
for the fiscal year ending in 
September, wad down V4 at 5V2. 


Copper and other nonferrous 


metals issues were strong, with 
NL Industries up 1% at 157/s; 
Anaconda ahead 1% at 19% and 
American Smelting & R efining 
% higher at 19%. One analyst 
observed that the group tends to 
move in advance of anticipated 
turns in the economy. 
Some drug issues were also 


strong. G. D. Searle, up 2% at 
243/s, led the active list for the 
econd straight day amid some 
apparent institutional buying. 


FTC Accepts 
N ew Xerox 
Agreement 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Federal Trade Commission an­ 
nounced on Wednesday it has 
accepted a revised negotiated 
agreement aimed at curtailing 
Xerox Corp s dominance of the 
copying machine industry. 
The commission said the new 


agreement, which is subject to 
public comment before the agen­ 
cy decides whether to accept it 
as final places tougher restric­ 
tions on Xerox’s pricing system 
and patent availability. 
As in an earlier negotiated 


agreement which was eventual­ 
ly discarded after opposition 
from Xerox competitors, the 
agreement is directed at forcing 
the copying machine giant to 
share its manufacturing know­ 
how and inventions with com­ 
petitors.

Ronald Reagan could destroy 


President Ford's chances of win- 
ning the presidential election in 
1976. If the former California 
governor were to leave the 
Republican Party and run on a 
conservative ticket, he could 
receive as much as 2l7o of the 


1 vote and thus split 
the 


Republican vote between 
himself and the President. 


In a trial heat for President, 


President Ford ties Senator Ed- 
mund Muskie (D.-Me.) with 45- 
45%. -(Muskie was chosen as the 
Democratic 
nominee 
only 


because he has consistently run a 
strong race in trial pairings.) But 
when likely voters were asked to 
choose between Ford, Muskie 
and Reagan, the third party 
nominee, Muskie wins with a 
39% plurality. The Republican 
vote is split between Ford (29%) 
and Reagan (21%). 


Reagan has not yet announced 


that he would leave the GOP or 
run for President, but he has 
openly courted 
discontented, 


right-wing Republicans. He also 
has visited Gov. George Wallace 
of Alabama, thus sparking 
rumors of a Reagan-Wallace or 
Wallace-Reagan third party 
ticket in 1976. 
, This could mean serious trou- 
ble for President Ford in the 
next election. Judging from the 
substantial vote that Muskie has 
received, if Ford runs on a very 
conservative platform, he will 
probably not even hold his pre- 
sent vote. Yet Republican con- 
servatives said they would 
punish Ford if he veers toward 
the teft. and Reagan's possible 
entrance in the race puts muscle 
behind their threats.

One idea 
she presents in a letter full of 
good suggestions for senior 
citizens is the possibility of get- 
ting the so-called "Economy Ser- 
vice for the Elderly" from your 
local telephone company. 


The 
Chesapeake 
and 


Potomac Phone Co. was 
providing the service for those 
on low or fixed incomes. The 
cost was $3.95 per month for a 
private phone (black), and it in- 
cluded in the service unlimited 
incoming calls and outgoing calls 
at 6.5 each, plus tax. 


I have just checked with the 


business office of our local 
phone company, and that service 
is not available here. However, I 
was informed that it may be 
available in other places. 


The telephone service 


representative suggests that any 
interested readers contact their 
own phone company and ask 
about this specific service. I did 
learn that a two-party line here 
can be provided for $8.80 plus 
tax, which is just about $10 a 
month. Unlimited local calls are 
permitted. 


Mrs. Webster goes on to re- 


mind readers to cut out the frills 
in phone service, such as touch 
tone, princess, or color phones; 
all cost more per month and are 
luxuries.
